Student's liability — Work

80 (1) [Any] A student who willfully defaces or otherwise  {—injures—} damages

any school property

81  may be suspended or otherwise disciplined.

82 (2) (a) [Anyschootdistrict-whose] If a school's property has been lost or willfully
cut,

83  defaced, or otherwise {—injured—} damaged  [may], the school may withhold
the issuance of an official written

84  grade [reports] report, diploma, [and-transeripts] or transcript of the student responsible
for the

85  damage or loss until the student or the student's parent or guardian has paid for the

damages.
